Of f the TRYALS of divers Traitors rs, Ch pers, Coyners, 
Highway-men, and other Notorious Offenders. 


The Number Condemned to Dye, to be Whipt, Oc. 
With their e Crimes. 


He firſt Tryed on Wedneſdzy iu the Forenoon were two Women, one 
for Stealing at old Faningden Gown and other Cloaths ; the other for 
2 piece of Linhen-cloth : Jury found them both Guilty, only under 


the value of 10 d. But Font the latter of them there was another 
Indictment, for ſtealing a Silver Tankard out of an Houſe where ſhe took 


Lodgings, in Soxthampton-Buildings » coming thither in good Habit, pretending 
herſelf a ſubſtantial Gbr s W fe; who (ſhe ſaid) would come to her within 
a day or two out of the Country 3 but deſiring ſome Beer to be by her Bed ſide, 
got up early next Morning, and ran away with the Tankard. So that on this 
Indictment ſhe was found Guilty of Felony. 

So likewiſe was a Servant-Maid who had robbed her Maſter, ficaling firſt his 
Keys, and then twenty eight pounds odde Money out of his Truoks, and then 
abſenting herſelf til} ſhe'was taken, 

Two Youngmen (the one 2 kinde' of a Fruiterer, the other a Pewterex) were 
Tryed for Murdering a Watchman. The Cafe was thus 3 The Fruiterer carry- 
ing ſome Goods to Market very catly in the Morning, and being accompanied 
with this Pewterer, two Watchmen ſtopt them near Pater Noſter-Rom, and 
would have them go along before the Conſtablez which they ſeemed ſomewhat 
unwilling to do, bat at laſt confented: And as they were going along, the Pew- 
terer did, or offered to ſtrike up one of the Wat ens Heels, as he telſi d, 
with an intent as it ſerine only to get from them; and thereupon a Fray began 
between them: And a perſon, that tives by the place, gave Evidence, that upon 
the firſt difturbance looking out of his Window, he beard one of them often 
Give me my Hat; but of which fide he was, he could not tell, but ſaid, that pre- 
ſently after he ſaw the Fruitercr engaged with the perſon kl d, who having got 
the now Priſoner by the Hair of the Head, did divers times knock the ſame a- 
gainſt the Wall, upon which the dad Priſoner (the Fruiterer) turning ſhoxr, got 
under the (aid 'watchman, and flang him down, and ſtiuck him with his own 
Watch-ſtaff, giving him ſevere Blows and Braiſes, of which he languiſh'd above 
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three Moneths,and then died. The Fruiterer did what he could to get him Cured, 
promiſing to pay the Chyrurgeon; and the Deceaſed did declare, he did forgive 
him with all his heart. And that as for . las pooteg never ſo much as toucht 
bim; yet hg being in company with the other, and the farſt that began the Fray, 
cog : Tone wn their Duty, (as was proved by the Sagzdle aud 
ale, that Night gave them their Change and Stand) the Court gave Di- - 

ions, Phat it was Mutder by Law in them both 4 and they were found Guilty

or words to that effect; on which he was taken upon Suſpicion, But this did 
not ſeem a ſufficient proof to Convict, ſeveral perlons of Eſtcem teſtitying his 
honeſt Converſation, & e. ſo he was found Not Guilty. But the other, o con- 
feſſed he did the Murder, and afterwards took the Gentlemans Money out of his 
Pockets and his Watch, which when he was taken he was found expoſing to ſale, 
was moſt juſtly Condemned. | | 
A ſubſtantial ' Houſekeeper had two Indictments brought againſt him, for a 
- ſmall parcel of Bricks, and another time for. Tiles; but it appeared there had 
been Dealings between him and the Proſecutors, and that the Goods were pu- 
blickly carried away (as bought) in the day-time 3 and that there had been Re- 
leaſes mutually Sealed, and theſe very things at that time mentioned. So that 
upon both he was brought in not Guilty, there appearing no reaſon to imagine 
it a Felony, | 
There was leave asked of the Court to bring in an Indictment of Miſdemea- 
-tiour againſt in cminent Officer of the City, touchiog ſome menacing Words and 
Miſcartiages ſaid to be uſed by him towards the Grand Jury that ferved for 
"London laſt Seſſions, which (after a deſenſive explanatory. Specch made by the 
" Gemtleman concerned, and other pertinent Diſcourſes) was freely granted by the 
© Court, detlaring that equal Right ſhould be done to all, and nothing denied 
that was allowed by Law, or to that effect; for the debate being long, we 
"Wyuld not 2 the Court, ot perſons concerned, by ptetending an exact Re- 
lation of that affair, farther than in Generals. : 
A Gentleman was Indicted for Murder, the caſe to this purpoſe 3 The Priſo- 
ner fent in ſome Cloaths to be mended or altered, to an eminent Tailor, and one 
of the Workmen promiſed him they ſhould be done by ſuch a day; but coming 
«fr them, he found they had diſappointed him, which put him in ſome paſſion, to 
add te which, one. on the Shop. board told him, if he had left ſome Money to 
"drink, the work had been finiſht ; whereupon he flung a preſſing Iron, or Gooſe 
"amongſt them, but without doing miſchief , and ſo went out of the Shop; up- 
on which, the Journeymen (as he alleadged) ſet up an hallow by way of deriſion, 
then returning he caught up a pair of Sheers,and threw it towards the Board( 7 * 
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ther aiming at any particular, or promiſcuouſly, did not fully appear)but ſo it Was, 


that they hit one of the men, and gave hima grievous wound, of which he lan- 
guiſhed ſome time, and dyed ; though it- was the opinion of ſome Surgeons, that 
the fame might not be the occaſion of his death», yet it was proved, that he was 
an healthy man before, and never enj ved himfclt afterwards, but complained 
thereot as his deaths-wound. However, there oppeating no pre penled Malice, nor 
particular aim at him, upon covlideration thereof, and all Circumſtances, too tedi- 
ous to recite, the Jury thought fit to ind it Manſlaughter. 77 f 
After this, Four perſons were brought to the Bat, 218. one Mr. Mar Rland and 
his Wife, and Maid · ſervant, and a Re finet that dwelt in Grub- ſtreet; all Indicted 
for High- Treaſon, tor Clipping and Impairing the Kings Coin; Markland had 
formerly been a Brewer, and lived in good faſhion, but tailed, and was Imprifoned 
in the King: · Bench; there Poverty, and an Ill Conſcience . and bad Company, 
taught him this miſchievous Clip ping Trade; which he has ſince followed to #1 eat 
advantage, living like a Gent man by the Dirch-fide in Black: fryars.” The fe 
dence againſt him, was, One that being info med he was a Clipper; got a Wär- 
rant, and in ſearching hi. Houſe ,- found a ſhilling under a Cheſt of Drawets a 
juſt newly Clipt, and not ſo much as zxnunded ; ind alſo two low ſtools on whith 


they were wont to ub the Money aſter they had Circumciſed it. Another an 


a poor woman gathering Herbs in St. Georges. helds, found two pair of (hears, and 
being adviſed to carry them to ſome Workmem that made ſuch Inſtruments hap- 
pened to light on the very Man that made rhem,who being examined, (wore that 


he fold them to Mr. Markl aud, and that what with dew: ſteeling, and all, he had 


had of him tour Pair. Marzlaud was as kt Hat uſe he pur thole ſhears to. being 
a Biewer, which Trade has no need of / ſuch Tools; wherctore being able t o affign 
no occaſion, he utterly denyed that he had any ſhears at all of the Winefs, Which 
rendted all the reſt of his defence little regardable. But beſides, there was ohe 
ſwore; that he had bargained with him to give him twenty two ſhillings in Clipe 
Money, for Twenty ſnillings fair and large, and that he had actually allowed him 
chat advantage, they having dealt ſo long o! lat ſcore, as to haye Exchanged 


_ five or fix hundred pounds. But t t which put all out of doubt „Was the Tefti- 


mony of one of the. ſame Gang, that be had actually {cen him Clipping , & tha 
have: was no colour of excule, but he Ns found guilty. * 1.211 ; 
The Refiner had been formerly quaſtidned andi got off, and ſo to he did 'niow , 
there being no dire proof, but that he held a Correſpondence with the other, ec. 
ſo neither could it be tixt on his Wife or Maid, that they were actually concerned 
in, oxprivy to it, though ſome Evidence and Circumſtances were offered to that 
purpoſc 3 ſo theſe three were Acquitted. | 3 

A little Boy, (carce high enough to peep over the Bar, was Convicted of petty 
Larceny, for ſtealing 4 Gentleman's Handkerchict : And an honeſtCoal-heaver to- 
wards Raitcliffe, who allo keeps a Vitaaling-houſe, was Indicted on a matter, which 
in it ſelt appeared by the Evidence to be a very barbatous Robbery,and a great deal 
of Plate and other things of conſiderable Value ſtollen; amongſt which was a 
Watch, which the now Priſoner bringing to a Watchmakers only to know its 
value, and there being Bills abroad deſcribing it, the ſame was ſtopt, and there- 
upon the Prifoner queſtioned : who proved by ſufficient Witneſſes, that che 
manner of his ceming by it was thus 3 A per ſon owing him eighteen pence (as he 
kept a publick houſe) comes and Pays it, and afterwards in diſcourſe tells him, 
that if he would lend him twenty Shillings, he would leave him a ſufficient Pan. 
The man at firſt rcfuſed, but was at laſt prevailed upon by his Importunity to do it, 

the other promiling to return the Money in two or three Hours; but not hearin 
of him tor a long time, goes as afoꝛeſaid to enquire the value of his Pawn : Nor 
had hx bcen wanting in endeavours to finde out the Fellow that brought it to 
him 3 which as y« he had not been able to do, though he had been at great

A Tinker was brought on to a Tryal for a Robbery and Murder on 
the High- way, in the night time, near Stanes; there appeared ſome 


threwd ſuſpitions againſt him, encreaſed by the ill Conduct of his 


own Witneſſes, but it being alſo found that ſome others might proba- 
bly ſpeak to ſome material Points that were now abſent, the Jury was 


diſcharged of him, and his Tryal referred to next Seſſions. 


: A young Fellow was found guilty of a Felony and Burglary 3 he 
and Eleven more of the Gang , violently entring into a Countrey- 
houſe, and binding the people, took away Goods of a great value, 
and Nineteen pound in ready Money. The Miſtreſs of the Houſe 


Swore directly that the Priſoner was one of them, ſo did alſo another 
priſoner who was in the Robbery , and that he himſelf made Four 


pound of his ſhare of the booty; nor did the Criminal at Bar deny the 
Fact. But a Broker Indicted as acceſſary, aſter having bought a Wed-

There were in all Eight Perſons that received Sentence of Death ; 
Ralph Markland to be drawn and Hange®, being convicted of High- 
Nicbolſo 


Treaſon, for Glipping. Frexcis *, for Murdering the Gen- 
tleman at Hemptor, to be Hanged till dead, and his body hung up 
in Chains on Hownſlow- Heath. John Watkins and Edward Whitwick 
for killing the Watchman by Ivy-Lane, which the Law made Mur- 
der. John Neal for the ſaid Burglary. Eliz, Hull, Priſcilla Wyn, and 
Katherine Johnſon, for (ſeveral Felonies. 

There was no perſon this Seſſions Burnt in the Hand, one Gentle- 


man had the Clergy, but the Burning was reſpited. And ſeveral to 
be Whipt for petty Larcenies.
